I had an sent appeal from 
Costello; Son i called me today 
and said: Well, they’ve got me 
in it again on that tipster angle 
in the grand jury testimony.

“In justice to Costello, whose 
voice I had confused, I am giving 
this statement for what it is 
worth. : : 

“I realize people will say 
Lugar is dead, but I believe I 
have some corroboration that I 
will give the jury. 

“And you can’t forget that 
Lugar’s death is still a mystery. 
I firmly believe it had some- 
thing to do with the Greenlease 
case. The East Side gangsters 
were not mad at Lugar and had 
no reason to hit him.” 

Lugar, former. Cuckoo gang- 
ster, was shot to death in gang- 
land fashion New Year’s day on 
a lonely road near Madison. He 
had been seen getting into his 
automobile near a West End St. 
Louis bar several hours earlier. 

Statement by Costello. 

Costello told the Post-Dispatch 
that he had called Shoulders to- 
day and appealed to him to an- 
nounce that Lugar was his sec- 
ond tipster. 

* yess been undergoing a 
terrific surveillance by the FBI, 
Costello said. “Every possible 
phase of my life has been 
combed, but they haven't been 
able to find the missing ransom 
on me, or to pin a thing on me 
in this case.” 

Costello, who recently an- 
nounced he had sold his interest 
in Ace Cab Co., which he head- 
ed, said the FBI has learned re- 
cently where he was oon Oct. 5 
and 6, a period in which the kid- 
napers were in St. Louis. Cos- 
tello refused to tell the grand 
jury in Kansas City where he 
was on those dates. 

“They found a cab driver who 
told them where I was,” he said. 
“There was nothing sinister 
about it.” l

PLAN FOR ‘EFFECTIVE’ 
DEFENSE AGAINST ATOMIC 
ATTACKS 1S BLUEPRINTED 


WASHINGTON, 
March 25 (AP), 


PLAN for “effective de- 

tense of the United 

States against possible 
atomic and hydrogen bomb 
attacks was handed to the 
Senate Armed Services 
Committee today with a 
warning that “complete pro- 
tection” is not possible. 

The top-secret report, 
compiled by Robert C. 
Sprague, North Adams 
(Mass.) engineer and manu- 
facturer, With aid of all top 
Government agencies, will 
be submitted to President. 
Eisenhower and the Na- 
tional Security Council next 
Tuesday. 

Carefully guarding dis- 
closure of any of the rec- 
ommendations, Chairman 
Saltonstall (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, said in a _ state- 
ment: “The measures now 
under way and planned for 
in the future should, to- 
gether with eur offensive 
forces, provide an effective 
defense for the United 
States commensurate with 
the threat.” 

He added that “even if 
every resource of our coun- 
try were to be put into its 
offenses and defenses, it 
would not buy complete as- 
surance that we will not be 
attacked, nor complete pro- 
tection in the unfortunate 
event of an atomic attack 
against us.” 


PICCARD PLANS 
HELICOPTER TO 
GO BENEATH SEA 


BRUSSELS, March 25 (UP)— 
Scientist Auguste Piccard dis- 
closed last night that he has de- 
veloped a new “upside-down” 
helicopter—to go down beneath 
= sea rather than up in the 
air. | 

Piccard, famed for his pig- 
neering of stratosphere balloon 
flight and exploration of the 
ocean floor, announced his lat- 
est project to members of Brus- 
sels University on his retire- 
ment from its staff. 

The underwater helicopter, 
named the mesoscaphe by 
Piccard, will be used in oceanic 
research at depths down to 
about 6000 feet. 

Sketches Piccard has made 
of the craft indicate it will be 
shaped like a submarine, with 
a giant rotor propeller fixed 
above the conning tower.

The bill to relax parking re- 
strictions on one-way streets in 
the downtown area was vetoed 
today by Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker who said that the pro- 

d ordinance would mean 
“further decline and decay for 
a St. Louis which is making 
every effort to progress.” 

In a strongly-worded message, 
the Mayor ¢lassed as “false” the 
claims by some merchants that 
parking restrictions were a 
major reason for a decline of 


sales. 


“Parking and traffic in our 
downtown area are not a mat- 
ter of purely limited interest,” 
the Mayor declared. “They can- 
not be limited to a considera- 
tion of what is best for a hand- 
ful of people but must be con- 
sidered in light of the fact that 
hundreds of thousands of people 
from this metropolitan area will 
be affected financially and oth- 
erwise by the decision of the 
Board of Aldermen.” 

Backed by Some Aldermen. 

Meanwhile, influential mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen, 
which unanimously passed the 
bill several weeks ago, joined 
the Mayor in his critieism, indi- 
cating that a strong fight will

Robert E. Bowen, 36 years old, 
formerly of Spokane, Wash., de- 
clared he has “enough photo- 
static evidence to result in ‘he 
court-martial of at least five 
Army officers.” 

He asserted many more offi- 


cers would be involved if the. 


investigation is carried through 
to the end. 


Bowen told reporters he be- 
lieved the conspiracy was part- 
ly Communist inspired,” but I 
can’t prove this.” 

United States Army in Eu- 
rope headquarters at Heidelberg 
said Bowen would appear be- 
fore a Federal grand jury in 
Washington at 9 a.m. tomorrow 
The Army declined to comment 
on Bowen's charges. 

Bowen said he had been try- 
ing for more than a year to get 
either a Congressional hearing, 
or a grand jury hearing. He 
said he had written to.James B. 
Conant, United States high com- 
missioner in Germany, and to 
Gen. William M. Hoge, com- 
mander of the United States 
Afmy in Europe. 

The Army said Bowen’s let- 
ters had been received, ac-

knowledged and appropriately 
acted upon.” 

Bowen was arrested in the 
French zone of Germany in Sep- 
tember 1952, on a charge of pos- 
sessing classified documents, in- 
cluding the entire defense con- 
struction program for West Ger- 
many. A spokesman for the 
United States Attorney's office 
in Germany disclosed today the 
charge had been dropped. He 
said the ocuments “were not 
‘really secret.’ 

“Bowen was- a contractor,” the 
spokesman said, and he had to 
have the documents in order 
to submit bids.” 

At the time of his arrest, Bow- 
en charged he was arrested only 
to detract from an investigation 
of alleged fraud and bribery in- 
volving the Army's building pro- 
gram in Germany. 

More than 30 German con- 
tractors were arrested for ques- 
tioning. Results have never 
been announced. \ 

Bowen is chief engineer for a 
Swiss firm, Consolidated Engi- 
neering, Ltd., Zurich, that has 
designed construction projects 
for the Army. He said he hopes 
to prove that the “whole con-

House Reductions. 

The House originally voted a 
wide variety of reductions total- 
ing $912,000,000 a year. This 
brought down to a maximum 10 
per cent level all excises except 
those on liquor and tobacco. 
Some are now as = as 25 per 
cent. 


The Senate W Commit- 
tee, chiefly by boosting the re- 
lief for movie theaters, boosted 
this total to $958,000,000 before’ 
sending the bill to the floor. 


The Senate-House conference 
which will iron out difterences 
will have to act quickly. The 
cuts in the bill are scheduled to 
take effect a week from today, 
April 1. 

Also included in the measure 
are extensions of increases in 
major excises voted in 1951, 
amounting to more than a bil- 
lion a year. These increases will 
go off the books next Thursday 
unless the bill is passed and 
signed by President Eisenhower 
before then. Chiefly affected are 
autos, trucks, tobacco, liquor and 
gasoline. 

Senators Byrd (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, and Williams (Rep.), Dela- 
ware, put in an amendment to 


knock out all of the cuts except 

those on movie tickets and other. 

admissions. But this appeared to 

be a forlorn gesture in the pre- 

sent mood of the Senate.

In arguing for the appliance 
cut, Democrats hammered at the 
theme that the bill already cut 
taxes on such luxuries as furs, 
jewelry and night club admis- 
sions.

WASHINGTON, March 25 
(AP) — A former Communist 
party organizer today told the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee that a Williams col- 
lege professor of religion re- 
ported to hint for instruction on 
taking over a Baltimore pastor- 
ate in 1936. . 


Earl C. Reno, an Immigration 
and Naturalization Service em- 
ploye who headed Communist 
activi in Maryland from 1935 

through 1937, testified that the 
Rev. John A. Hutchison was one 
of two clergymen who, he said, 
followed the Communist party 
line ih those years. The other, 
he said, was the Rev. Joseph No- 
wak, presently a Y.M.C.A. em- 
ploye in Detroit. 


The Rev. Mr. Hutchison, who 
denied Reno's report in sworn 
testimony a week ago, was pres- 
ent in the hearing room. 

Clergyman Silent. 

He declined to comment to 
reporters on the development. 
His attorney said he came vol- 
untarily to hear the testimony. 

The Rey. Mr. Nowak, slated to 
be called to the witness stand 
later today, was present also. 

Reno told the committee that 
neither the Rev. Mr. Hutchison 
nor the Rev. Mr. Nowak became 
a member of the Communist 
party although they discussed it 
with him. 

He said the ministers came di- 
rectly to the party office on their 
arrivel in Baltimore after com- 
pleting their education at Union 
Theological Seminary. 

“They knew that I was the 
Communist party organizer and 
said so,” Reno testified. “‘They 
came to me to ask me what to. 
do. They said they came from 
Union Theological Seminary 
where they were students of 
Harry Ward and indicated they 
had participated in party ac- 
tivities in New York.” 

The Rev. Mr. Hutchison, de- 
nied last week that he knew 
Reno and testified he had been 
fighting Communism in pulpit 
and classroom since 1938. He 
said he had attended classes 
taught by Dr. Harry Ward, for- 
mer head of Union Theological 
Seminary, “but he never in- 
fluenced me.” 

He said he did know Nowak. 
Advised te Join Fronts. 
Reno said they were advised, 
subsequently, to become mem- 
bers of the Ethiopian Defense 
Committee and the American 
League “Against War and 

Fascism, ; 

He added that they followed 
his advice and in 1937, on the 
occasion of the arrival of the 
German battleship Emden, took 
an active part in demonstrations 
against the docking of the ship. 

Reno testified that the Rev. 
Mr. Nowak delivered the invoca- 
tion at the mass meeting in con- 
nection with the demonstration 
and the Rev. Mr. Hutchison was 
“one of the principal speakers.” 

“I was there and saw them 
both,” Reno said. 

This contradicted the. testi- 
mony of the Rev. Mr. Hutchison 
who denied last week that he 
took part in the demonstration 
although he signed 1 letter 
which carried a protest about 
the event to the Mayor of Bal- 
timore.

Norkus flattened 
Nordico six times and hit the 
deck twice himself before the 
fight was stopped. 

Same Kind of Brawl. 

Neither man went down for a 
count last night,. but it was the 
same kind of brawl they had 
staged before, and it was enough 
to convince a brutally beaten 
Nardico he doesn’t belong in the 
heavyweight ranks. 

He's just too tough,” Danny 
declared through pyffed lips in 
his dressing room, “I had to give 
too much weight.” 7 

“We tried something and 
learned our lesson,” added Nar- 
dico’s trainer, Bill Gore. “From 
now on, Danny willl stay in the 
light heavyweight division.” 

Although there was no local 
television blackout, new records 
were set for the auditorium as a 
standing room only crowd of 
4059 paid a gross gate of $17,710 
to see the fight in person.

Norkus 98 points to 96 for Nar- 
dico. Judge Stu Winston voted 
it 98-91 and Judge Morris Fein- 
gold 97-91.

Eisenhower Ignored 
Warnings at Ber- 
muda, Threatened 
Dissenters.

HE snarl that has for so long 
prevented ratification of the 
European Defense Commu- 
nity treaty, on which the whole 
Eisenhower foreign policy is 
staked, now appears to be more 
tangled than ever before.

President Cautioned.

(Disclosure of the high com- 
missioners’ letter indicated the 
French had backed down under 
British and American pressure 
to end a week-long deadlock over 
the German constitutional 
changes.

Since mid-1953 Russia has 
been carrying on what appar- 
ently is a preliminary effort to 
soften up western business men 
with visions of inexhaustible 
trade with the Communist 
world’s 800,000,000 subjects.

The President at his press conference Wednes- 
day spoke in generalities and his words were, 
therefore, subject to misinterpretation. When 
he said that no man should “sit in judgment 
on his own case,” Senator McCarthy hastened 
to proclaim that he and the President are in full 
agreement, since the Senator had already agreed 
to refrain from voting in the investigation of his 
conflict with the Army. 

It is gratifying to see the Senator scrambling 
to pretend that there is no issue between him 
and the President. It is gratifying to see him 
scrambling to pretend that the squabble with 
the Army is Roy M. Cohn’s and not his own. 
Nevertheless there is an issue with the White 
House and McCarthy’s distortions should not be 
permitted to obscure it. 

The question which the President answered 
was not whether Senator McCarthy should re- 
frain from voting; it was whether he should 
take part in the investigation with the rights 
and privileges of a member of his own commit- 
tee.

There would be no problem, of course, if 
the investigation were being handled by a dis- 
interested committee, as it ought to be. 

It is clearer than ever now that if this incon- 
gruity cannot be dealt with by divesting Senatof 
McCarthy of all his rights as a committee mem- 
ber, then the investigation should be transferred 
to, another committee. Otherwise, the Senate 
G.O.P. leadership cannot claim to be honoring 
President Eisenhower's wishes that no Senator 
should participate in an investigation of himself. 
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Where Light Is Needed 

The so-called “emergency housing” bill intro- 
duced by Alderman Louis G. Berra ought not to 
be passed without an extended public hearing. 
Too many responsible people have contradictory 
ideas as to what it would or would not do. 

Alderman Berra, for example, regards it 

merely as a method of closing out the emergen- 
cy housing program that became effective short- 
ly after the war, and which permitted certain 
‘householders to take in roomers. He says it 
would prohibit the issuance of additional permits 
and prevent such householders from replacing 
roomers who move out. 

On the other hand, Leo G. Bayless, chairman 
of the General Council on Civic Needs, contends 
the measure would permit the establishment of 
new, “temporary” rooming houses in areas 
where they otherwise would be illegal. That 
would be a serious matter. As Mr. Bayless points 
out, the comprehensive zoning ordinance pro- 
vides ample space for rooming houses. To break 
down zoning is to encourage decay. 

Public Safety Director Sestric thinks Mr. 
Berra's bill is dangerous in that it does not re- 
quire “temporary” rooming house operators to 
comply with the fire safety requirements of li- 
censed rooming houses. He opposes the bill, 
and he seems to have reason. 

These criticisms are certainly enough to war- 
rant the fullest possible public examination of 
the bill before it is passed. And certainly the 
Board of Aldermen should not act until it knows 
the opinion of the City Plan Commission. 
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Nine in the Heap and Possibly 10 

Today's cartoon refers to the weird situation 
in Illinois where the Republican primary con- 
test for the nomination for Senator presents nine 
candidates. Indeed the field numbers 10 if it in- 
cludes a disqualified candidate who continues in 
the race as a write-in candidate. All these 
candidates want to succeed Senator Paul H.

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In Unity, More Assets 

Americans interested in automobiles (are 
there any others?) will have mixed feelings about 
the merger of Nash and Hudson motor com- 
panies. The merger shows the plight of the 
“independent” auto produters, but it is a re- 
sult of a newly competitive market which ought 

to do the consumer some good. 
One of the major events in the auto industry 
o last year was the removal of Government con- 
trols on production. This let the Big Three — 
General Motors, Ford and Chrysler—increase 
their output, Against this competition, however, 
the smaller companies had to cut back produc- 
tion because their dealers were overstocked. 
Two big mergers resulted. One was Kaiser's 
purchase of Willys-Overland, two grand old 
names in the business. That was reported to be 
a $62,000,000 deal. But the Nash-Hudson merger 
involves $355,000,000 in assets and is the largest 
in many years, Though the. new company is 
called American Motors Corp., it seems that the 
names of Nash (1918) and Hudson (1909) will 
continue. Studebaker and Packard are left as 
the unmerged independents. 
The troubles of the 
months illustrate the conflictiig desires of Amer- 
ican car owners. They tend to prefer standardiza- 
tion, but admire individuality. It is the inde- 
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independents in recent 


pendents who try to offer cars which hark back 


to the days when the auto was made to fit the 
buyer. From them have come many of the un- 
usual styles and ideas contributing to the pleas- 
ures of motoring. May they thrive and prosper. 
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An Unnecessary Limitation 

For almost eight years St. Louis has suffered 
one serious financial crisis after another, the 
only periods of real calm being two short 
stretches in which the municipal corporation 
drew sustenance from the earnings tax. 

The difficulty has been that the Legislature 
not only has been slow in coming to the city’s 
aid, but has failed to provide more than tem- 
porary relief. The only real cure for St. Louis's 


financial illg is to permit the city to levy the 


earnings tax indefinitely, and to get that permis- 
sion into writing as rapidly as possible. The 
tax will expire automatically on April 1. Every 


day thereafter that it is not in force will cost 


the city some $22,000 in lost revenue. 

When the Legislature enacted the first earn- 
ings tax bill in 1948, it put a two-year time limit 
on its authorization. Actually, the tax was in 
effect for only a little more than 22 months 
before it was permitted to die in 1950. 

It was not until Sept. -1,.1952—more than 
two years later—that municipal officials were 
able to breathe easily, a new Legislative authori- 
zation safely in hand. But in those two years 
St. Louis had lost more than $16,000,000 in po- 
tential tax revenue and the municipality had 
been in a continuous financial crisis. 

Even in the last six months, although the tax 
money fortunately has been available, City Hall 
has been much preoccupied with the April 1 
deadline. It is no secret that Mayor Tucker 
has had to neglect a great many pressing affairs 
for what in St. Louis verges on a life and death 
civic matter. f 

Why should the Legislature repeatedly put 
St. Louis through the wringer this way? Why 
should not the House eliminate the three-year 
limitation passed by the Senate, and permit 
the city to collect the tax indefinitely? 

If the city’s need for this source of révenue 
should suddenly cease to exist, the Legislature 
could revoke the authority in a twinkling, al- 
though it is hard to believe that any City Ad- 
ministration would continue a tax it could not 
justify. 
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Costs, Productivity and Tariffs 

The chemical industry’s argument against 
tariff reduction, which is discussed from two 
viewpoints in today's Mirror of Public Opinion, 
raises an old question. The industry says it can- 
not compete against the lower costs of foreign 
producers. But what about the high productiv- 
ity of the American industry? Does it not com- 
pensate in some degree for the lower wages, 
lower research costs and the like abroad? 

Only 30 years ago the industry produced 144. 
000,000 pounds of organic chemicals; tcday it 
produces 27,500,000,000 pounds. Even more im- 
portant—30 years ago the industry produced 
10,827 pounds per man employed, whereas to- 
day it produces 179,036 per man—an increase in 
output per man of more than 16 times! 

This does not exactly sound like a weak in- 
fant which needs a tariff subsidy to survive. It 
sounds more like the robust industrial giant 
which has been clamoring for a chance to un- 
leash its spirit of enterprise and derring-do on 
the peacetime development of atomic energy. 
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Fight on the Kaskaskia 


A caravan of 1000 aroused IIlinoisans from 
Shelbyville, Vandalia, Belleville and Centralia 
has gone to Springfield in a determined effort to 
stop the pollution of the Kaskaskia river. 

Their motorcade of 200 cars was led by Mayor 
Williams of Shelbyville and representatives of 
the Shelby County Bar Association. Accompany- 
ing the procession was a tank-truckful of the 
foul-smelling water. 

This dramatic move by the citizens of four 
communities is a protest against the slow and in- 
decisive way in which the state authorities have 
been handling the emergency. 

Attorney General Castle and the Sanitary 
Water Board have finally filed suit for an in- 
junction after the offense had been going on 
for four months and the offender, National 
Petro-Chemicals Corp., of near Tuscola, defied 
the board’s order to stop the pollution. 

Almost at the same timé, National Petro- 
Chemicals filed suit in circuit court challenging 
the board’s order and seeking judicial review. 

D. J. Stark, manager of the 500-acre, 850,000, 
000 plant, says there is no competent evidence” 
the plant ever polluted the river and “as far as 
we are concerned there is no pollution going 
into the river.“ Yet repeatedly the company has 
issued statements giving assurance it was taking 
the necessary steps to deal with the pollution 
whose existence it now denies! 

The people of the affected communities are 
aroused, not only by the expense and incon- 
venience to which the pollution has put them, 
but, most of all, by the potential health hazard. 

National Petro-Chemicals, by taking legal ac- 
tion, indicates it prefers fighting to co-operation. 
May the state authorities respond as vigorously 
as is necessary to protect the public health of 
the Kaskaskia valley communities.

The argument for eliminating tariffs 
is invalid on two counts—and the chem- 
ical industry is a good illustration of 
both. * 

One is the matter of national defense. 
It is a simple, incontrovertible truth 
that no war can be fought without a 
healthy chemical industry. This is 
neither theory nor doctrine; it is the 
lesson of two world wars. 


This is not the sort of production we 
can lose to other countries. It is too 
essential to our defense in a world taut 
with intérnational tensions. Yet, we 
can lose it if tariffs are to be lowered 
further. 


Already, postwar tariff. conferences, 
at which the Department of State gave 
so much to gain so very little, have cut 
tariffs on most synthetic organic chem- 
icals by 50 per cent. Some of the 
products suffered two 50 per cent cuts, 
bringing the prevailing tariff on them 
down to 25 per cent of what it was 20 
years ago. 

Is it any wonder that the organic 
chemicals industry has lost part of the 
American market and, as regards some 
products, has lost all profit? 


If these tariffs were cut further, as 
they would be under the blanket pro- 
posals of the Commission on Foreign 
Economie Policy, much organic chem- 
icals manufacture in this country would 
be lost to the east bank of the Rhine, 
within easy reach of the Russians, 


The second reason why tariffs. are 
needed to protect our production of 
organic chemicals is readily apparent in 
the difference between wage rates in 
the United States and other countries. 


In all cases United States minimum 
wages are higher than prevailing wages 
in the chemical industry in other coun- 
tries. A production worker in Germany 
today earns less than 50 cents an hour 
while his American counterpart makes 
$2, when vacations, pensions and social 
security are added to his basic wage. 
German research scientists ve 
about a third as much as those in the 
United States. German chemical plants 
cost less than American. 


With chemical production in most 
other countries at an all-time high, for- 


eign chemical exports to the United 


States are on the increase. One direct 
result to date is the closing of facilities 
for the production of one Monsanto 
product. A large investment now stands 
idle because a foreign-produced chem- 
ical is coming in’ at a.price below Mon- 
santo’s cost of manufacture. The price

Osage Gas Co. Files Inter- 


vening Plea in 2-County 
Condemnation Case, 


By the Post-Dispatch a Jefferson 
oe Correspondent. 


‘JEFFERSON CITY, March 25 
~Opposition to the application 
of Laclede Gas Co. of St. Louis, 
for authority to condemn under- 
round rights for natural gas 
storage, in St. Charles and St. 
Louis counties, was forecast in 
an intervening petition filed to- 
day with the Missouri . Public 
Service Commission. 

The Osage Gas Co. of St. 
Louis, with an office at 506 
Olive street, asked the commis- 
sion to permit it to participate 
in hearings on the Laclede proj- 
ect and to present evidence. This 
company is authorized to engage 
in underground storage of gas 
under a new special law, it was 
said, and would be adversely af- 
fected by Laclede's condemna- 
tion. proposal. 

Hearing March 29. 

Laclede’s application for a 
Commission order declaring con- 
demnation of subsurface rights 
for gas storage to be in the 
public interest, if purchase ne- 

tions are not successful, is 
scheduled for hearing here 
Match 29. Such procedure is 
authorized under a law enacted 
by the 1953 legislature. 

The Osage Gas Co. petition 
asserts Laclede's application for 
an order permitting court con- 
demnation of rights is prema- 
ture, and that Laclede had not 
made a showing it had attempt- 
ed to obtain subsurface rights 
in the proposed storage area by 
negotiation. 

No necessity for condemnation 
had been shown by Laclede it 
Was contended. Some of the 
land affected is under lease by 
Osage Gas Co. it was said, and 
a grant of condemnation author- 
y to Laclede would interfere 
with rights of Osage. The peti- 
tion also invoked constitutional 
provisions against taking prop- 
erty without due process of law, 
and deprivation of equal rights. 
Start of Osage Gas Co. 

+ Osage Gas Co. was incorpo- 
fated in April, 1953, at the time 
Laclede was starting its un- 
derground storage project, and 
announced it would compete 
with Laclede in the business of 
purchasing, selling and storing 
Natural gas. A provision of the 
1953 sterage law bars a public 
utility from condemning proper- 
ty of a competitor, for under- 
ground gas storage purposes.

Armed with search warrants 
and crowbars, members of the 
police gambling squad yesterday 
raided a high-stakes dice game 
in an apartment at 1210A Tamm 
avenue, premises police said 
are owned by John F. (Jack) 
O’Shea, Democratic politician 
and former member of the Mis- 
souri Legislature.

Tamm, after reading a search 
warrant to two men inside, who 
refused to open the door. The 
men said they were there on 
business with O’Shea. f

avenue; Melbourne Riddle, 6100 
block of Pershing avenue; 
George H. Stafford, 3500 block 
of ‘Crittenden street; William B. 
McLaughlin, 600 block of Gar- 
esche avenue, and Edward Bo- 
chert, 400 block DeBaliviere 
avenue. 

They were booked for police 
court appearances April 8, and 
police will present the evidence 
to the circuit attorney's office 
for possible grand jury action.

Six men, including O’Shea, 
who was in his Shamrock Bar, 
1208 Tamm avenue, were booked 
on gambling charges. Tabs, 
cash and other evidence of a 
handbook operation were found 
in the bar, Maj. James Thomp- 
son, leader of the gambling 
squad, reported.

Wren had sought the game on 
the premises of the Parkview 
Buffet, 335 DeBaliviere avenue, 
operated by Malachy (Mal 
Maher, old-time ker. 
Several searches failed to dis- 
close evidence of gambling, but 
police continued their efforts. 

Officers climbed to the roof 
of a garage behind a grocery 
below the apartment and pried 
bars from a window in _ yester- 
day’s raid. They found a dice 
table, chips, dice croupiers’ 


room. A stack of chips on the 
table indicated that some player 
was wagering $400 when the 
raiders began prying open the 
window. 

In a second room coffee pots 
were steaming, and a buffet 
lunch was set out. A third room 
contained a television set, com- 
fortable chairs and magazines. 
Cigarette stubs. still burned in 
ash trays. 

When assembling for the raid, 
12 members of the gambling 
squad wore open-necked sport 
shirts and jackets, in order not 
to attract attention. Maj. Thomp- 
son had personally scouted the 
premises recently from à bor 
rowed truck he drove through 
the neighborhood.

OW do you like to buy your 
H= Fresh, n or in 
cans? Whichever is your 
preference, you will find ample 
stocks on hand to take care of 
all Lenten requirements. And 
any type of fish can be made

trees if chosen with care and 
prepared with imagination. 

A recent survey made by the 
Food Marketing Program dis- 
closed that the favorite fish in 
St. Louis, according to quanti- 
ties sold, is the whole whiting. 
Fillets and steaks of many fish 
varieties followed in po 
It also revealed that the average 
consumer knows only about 
seven species of fish—and what 
better time to broaden your ac- 
quaintance among the fish of 
the sea, lakes and rivers? The 
small packages of frozen fish 
now available make it conve- 
nient and inexpensive to do a 
little experimenting. 

Incidentally, just as a re- 
minder here are a few frozen 
fish which are available in St. 
Louis stores,.some of which you 
may not have served for some 
time: catfish, crab, cod, had- 
dock, perch, sole, lobster tails, 
oysters, scallops, shrimp, whiting, 
trout and the ‘new fish sticks. 
Several of these may be had 
breaded, if you prefer. There 
are of course many other kinds 
of fish; we offer these merely 
as suggestions which may re- 
mind you of your own favorites. 

* * „ 

O much for fish. As for 

meats, beef is still the out- 

standing buy, all the way 
from ground beef for savory 
meat loaves to top quality 
steaks. 

Most cuts of veal offer fair 
values, as do ready-to-eat callies 
and the ‘standard grades of 
bacon. In the ready-serve meats, 
look for buys in thuringer. 
Frankfurters, too, are worth 
considering. You may find some 
fairly reasonable valyes in pork 
shoulder meats, ly the 
Boston style butts. Poultry, we 
need not add, continues to be 
exceptionally good. 

Incidentally, have you noticed 
the attractive new packaging of 
cream cheese in plastic cups 
with colored tops? These little 
jars not only look gay inside 
your refrigerator, but are serv- 
iceable for dozens of purposes 
after they have been emptied.

This is the season for greens 
and tender, young ones are 
coming in excellent supply from 
and Mississippi. It 
doesn’t take long to get them 
here, so you are assured of 
garden-fresh kale, mustard 
greens, collard greens, southern 
cabbage sprouts or bunch tur- 
hips with tops on. 

A few crates of dandelion 
greens have shown up. Strangely 
enough, this is one green which 
isn’t too popular in this area, 
although the customers almost 
fight for it in Eastern markets. 

Radishes and green onions are 
plantiful, with a few homegrown 
green onions to remind us that 
spring is here. Iceberg lettuce 
is an outstanding buy. 

String ‘beans are a little 
cheaper than they have been, 
and the long list of reasonably 
priced vegetables, all quite ac- 
ceptable gs to quality, include 
beets, broccoli, carrots, cabbage, 
celery, eggplant, yellow bantam 
corn and ‘various types of 
squash. 

Cucumbers remain high, as 
does asparagus, but. the latter 
should work down before long. 

Old potatoes are very cheap, 
and the price is becoming more 
attractive on new ones. 

Just a timely word on pota- 
toes: Many red potatoes are now 
color-waxed, so don’t be alarmed 
if the water in which they are 
cooked turns red; the coloring is 
quite harmless. However, most 
of the potatoes that have been 
wax-coated are old potatoes, and 
don’t confuse small waxed old 
potatoes with new potatoes. You 
can tell the difference by the 
skins—the skin of the new po- 
tatoes is tissue thin and flakes 
easily; that of oid potatoes is 
thicker, stronger and smoother. 
Both are good, and both have 
their place. New potatoes are 
much higher in moisture and 
not so starehy, so they are fine 
for boilirig and for potato salad. 
Old potatoes are much more 
mealy, which makes them fine 
for baking or frying. _

First the famous baking pow- 
red biscuit, which was made like 
this: 

Sift two cups of flour, prefer- 
ably the kind made from soft 
winter wheat. Then add two 
teaspoons’ of baking powder and 
a half teaspoon of salt, Sift it 
all again. Then work in four 
tablespoons of shortening with 
your fingers and add about two 
thirds of a cup of milk. 

We say about two thirds of 

a cup of milk, because here is 
where you have to use your 
head. Old time cooks never had 
to measure anything, because 
they knew from long practice 
how much of everything pro- 
duced the texture they wanted 
in their dough. Sometimes it 


takes a little more, sometimes 
a little less milk to get the 
dough nice and soft the way it 
should be. 


Pat the dough out on a floured 
board and then roll it to the 
right thickness which should be 
about half an inch for small bis- 
cuits, thicker for large ones.

T son in an old folks’ home is 
not always an unhappy one. 
Many older people enjoy being 
around those of their own age, 
with interests and topics of con- 
versation in common. As long 
as they can communicate, they 
can be happy. 
Their only unhappiness comes 
when they feel left out, when 
they cannot communicate. This

“Many of them grew up in an 
era when they did not teach lip- 
reading, as we do now, and un- 
less people can ‘sign’ to them or 
spell to them, they’re living in 
another’ world. All they can do 
is exist and wait to die.”

IT IS FOR THESE people that 
the Missouri Association for the 
Deaf, an organization made up 
entirely of deaf persons, is con- 
ducting a fund raising campaign 
in the hope of building a Home 
for the Aged Deaf. The asso- 
ciation will celebrate its fiftieth 
anniversary this September, and 
they hope, at that time, to be 
able to make definite plans for 
the home. 

“Fifty years is a long time to 
be without a home,” said Mrs. 
Bertrand Keim, as she explained 
that the homé had been a goal 
of the association throughout all 
those years. Mrs. Keim, one of 
the lipreading and speaking 
members of the association, and 
Principal Grace were acting as 
interpreters for Mrs. Joseph 
Weber and Mrs. Oliver Stein- 
haus as they told us, in sign 
lan e, of the efforts of the 
association to raise funds. Mrs. 
Weber, who lives at 1140 Dough- 


who lives at 
3441A Henrietta street, are 
members of the executive com- 
agg of the association.

THE ASSOCIATION has car- 
ried on an active program of 
self help. Mrs. Steinhaus, in a 
written report, relates how one 
elderly woman, facing the added 
handicap of lack of sight due to 
cataracts, was given financial as- 
sistance for an operation, and no 
longer has the fear of losing her 
sight. In many other instances, 
the association has supplied 
medical and dental aid, helped 
pensioners secure increased al- 
lowances, even purchased coal 
and food for those in need. For 
the young people, it sponsors 
the Clara Belle Murphy scholar- 
ship fund to send deserving stu- 
dents to college. 

They have not sought help 


from ‘the state because, as Mrs. 
Steinhaus communicated to Mrs. 
Keim, state funds for the men- 
tally handicapped and other in- 
stitutions seemed to be inade- 
quate and they thought their 
relatively small need would go 
unnoticed. Some states do have 
homes for the elderly deaf, 
among them Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and Indiana. 

Their plan is to have a non- 
denominational home that would 
require payment from those who 
could afford it. Many elderly 
deaf, they point out, have pen- 
sions which are not sufficient 
for private living but would 
provide for them in a home. 
They think perhaps it could be 
operated like the Pennsylvania 
state home in which residents of 
the home do most. of the work 
with one paid couple acting as 
supervisors. 

How big a home would be 
needed is not known. At present, 
30 of their 500 members are 
badly in need of a place to stay 
hut they believe there may be 
more, who are adequately b 
not happily provided for by 


relatives and would prefer |

“If they ever get a home es- 
tablished,” says Grace, they'll 
carry it on. They’re that kind of 
people. The trouble is, they 
can’t get very far for them- 
selves. They can't speak for 
themselves.”

O matter how large the family, how complete the 
circle of friends, the time comes when each of us 
must be alone and if we have not cultivated a resource 
of some sort to offset our loneliness, if we have not 
developed a Self that we can enjoy being with, we face 
a sad situation. The feeling of no place to go, nobody to 
turn to, nothing to take hold of, leads to illness of mind and 


We have no need to bring this upon ourselves. We can 
enrich our minds and cultivate a happy healthy sort of Self 
by learning to read. There is more to reading than calling 
words. There is the story, the iniplications of the story. 
The implications are likely to be more important to us 
than the story itself. One reads an editorial and at once a 
whole field of interest opens, possibilities of many sorts, 
meanings that influence our thinking and action. Another 
reads the same editorial and yawns, turns on the radio, 
turns it off, yawns again and hates himself because “there 
is nothing to do.”

THIS IS WHY we try to teach children to read. When 
they do not learn they are shut out of a great area of 
thought, learning, understanding. Often when the teachers 
of high-school students say they cannot read they mean 
that they do not get the meaning of the words they chant, 
but remain at the primary stages of learning to read. 

The teaching of reading should begin when children 
reath for a book, magazine or newspaper.
